Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3 to 9 and 18 to 25, 28 and 29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest a crude oil tank fabricated from a steel 
plate having a thickness of < 40 mm and having a defined composition, as 
recited by the claims, whereby steel contains a Mo range of 0.01 to 0.1% 
(criticality established in Figure 1) and solute Mo + solute W > 0.005% to achieve 
excellent local corrosion resistance in an environment of the floor plate of a crude 
oil tank and a decreased rate of formation of a corrosion product containing solid 
sulfur in a gas phase at the reverse side of the upper deck plate of a crude oil 
tank. 

3. Claims 1 , 3 to 9 and 1 8 to 25, 28 and 29 patentably define over the 
applied reference, Japanese patent 10-017929 ("JP-929"), for the reasons stated 
in Applicant's remarks dated June 15, 2009. JP-929 is directed to a steel plate 
having a thickness of > 50mm to make a gas tank. In contrast, Applicant's claims 
recite a steel plate having a thickness < 40 mm for a crude oil tank. In addition 
JP-929 does not teach or suggest solute Mo + solute W > 0.005%; and such 
property would not be expected since process of making is different. Present 
invention on page 37 of instant specification requires tempering after accelerated 
cooling at less than 500°C to obtain solute Mo + solute W > 0.005%. In contrast, 
paragraphs [0045] - [0047] and table 2 of JP-929 teach accelerated cooling 
followed by tempering at >550°C and 580-680°C, respectively.
